Rusln Hie is to have a hearing be­ 
fore the State Railroad Commission 
in the State house 
in Indianapolis 
Thursday morning, November 23, at 
ten o’clock, on two 
petitions which 
were filed before that body recently 
requesting the Commission to order 
the construction of a new Pennsyl­ 
vania and new C.H.& D. station here. 
It is requested by the Commission 
that a representative body of citi­ 
zens who signed the two petitions 
appear before the Commission at that 
time and testify as to the condition 
of the two stations here. 
The Com­ 
mission it seems would like to have 
evidence to corroborate the allega­ 
tions in the petitions. 
The Rushville 
Retail 
Merchants 
Association will lead the movement 
to get signers of the petitions to go 
to Indianapolis one week from to­ 
morrow and appear before the Com­ 
mission. 
The matter will be brought 
before the regular meeting of the 
association tomorrow night and defi­ 
nite steps will be taken to gather a 
crowd to go to Indianapolis. 
From the interest that has been 
evinced in the petitions it is highly 
probable that no difficulty will be ex- 
perienced in collecting a crowd of 
substantial and influential citizens to 
journey to 
Indianapolis to 
testify 
before the Commission. Tt will be re­ 
membered that little 
difficulty w as 
experienced in obtaining fifty signa­ 
tures on each petition and that there 
is every reason to believe that less 
trouble will be had in persuading a 
number of men to go to Indianapolis. 
There seems to he lit Re doubt but 
what the State Railroad Commission 
will order the two railroads to build 
new stations here.

instances and it is believed that it 
will take little testimony to convince 
the State Commission of the press­ 
ing need.

This is Date For County to Redeem 


Gravel Road Bonds. 


The county auditor’s office was the 
busiest place in the court house to­ 
day. 
It was the day for redeeming 
gravel road bonds and they were 
brought in from all parts. 
Most of 
the bonds are taken up by the county 
at the rate of two a year, but in 
some cases four each year are re ­ 
deemed. Gravel road bonds paid five 
per cent interest and were taxable up 
until last May, but the last legisla­ 
ture passed a law which made them 
non-taxable and reduced the inter­ 
est to four and a half per cent. 


It has been ascertained that there 
is no immediate danger of a water 
famine in Rushville, but the question 
which is uppermost in the minds of 
Rushville people is whether or not 
there will be plenty of water next 
summer. 
The lack of water in the 
summer time is a greater hardship 
than lack of it in the 
winter and 
Rushville people are wondering if 
they will have to pass through the 
same experiences they did last sum­ 
mer. 


From present indications the sup­ 
ply of water in Rushville will be less 
next summer than it was last summer 
unless some means are adopted to’ 
prevent the 
recurrence of 
such a 
thing. 
Records show that the num­ 
ber of water patrons -has been in­ 
creasing annually and with a greater 
number of consumers next summer, 
and even if the supply holds up as 
well as it did last summer, each pa­ 
tron will get less water. 
All attempts of the city council to 
get enough water to relieve the fam ­ 
ine have been futile so far. 
There 
are people who argue that the coun­ 
cil will never do any good so long as 
it pursues the course which it has in 
the search for water. 
Well after well was dug last sum­ 
mer with no results being obtained. 
There are a number of dry holes over 
I he city to testify to the work of the 
city administration, but nothing was 
occomplished 
The 
last 
well 
dug 
gave promise of amounting to some­ 
thing, but it is doubtful if the water 
can be utilized. 
The recent test showed that the 
well would give a hundred gallons of 
water a minute. 
This well attached 
to the city reservoir would help m a­ 
terially, but the question is in con­ 
necting it. The well is several blocks 
from the city plant and it is 
likely 
that an individual pump will have to 
be put on the well and the water pip­ 
ed to the reservoir if it is ever used. 
Or it is said that it might be attach­ 
ed to the mains at the nearest point. 
At any rate it is the consensus of 
opinion that now is the time to search 
for water and not 
wait 
until next 
summer when the famine is on and 
can not be relieved. Rushville patrons 
suffered 
great 
inconvenience 
last 
summer in not being able to sprinkle 
the streets. 
Not only that but there 
was not ^affluent water most of the 
time for 
domestic and 
bath room 
uses. 


For some time the 
opinion has 
been uppermost that the conditions 
here rill never be bettered until the 
pity builds a standpipe and this plan 
of salvation seems to be the only one 
left open. 
There is plenty of water 
north of the city where several over­ 
flowing wells are running continually 
and it has been advocated that the 
city should build a reservoir in that 
vicinity where there is plenty of wa­ 
ter. 


Still other people there are who 
believe that tile upshot of the whole 
affair will be that river water will be 
turned into the city mains eventually 
and will be used for sprinkling and 
domestic purposes with the exception 
of drinking. 
In that event residents 
of Rushville would have to get drink­ 
ing water as best they could.

W. J, Bryan indorsing his resolution. 
“Congress,” says Mr. Bryan, ‘‘ought to 
meet earlier, so that the sentiment ex­ 
pressed at the polls can be carried out 
at once or at least within a few' 
months. 
The second session is now’ 
held after many of the congressmen 
have been repudiated and when the 
people have no chance to pass judg­ 
ment on tile acts of congress.” 
Mr. Henry and other advocates df 
the change of date plan say that it is 
ridiculous to have the congress elected 
in 
November, 
sw'orn 
in 
thirteen 
months later, as is now the case, and 
his amended resolution takes care of 
this point. 
It reduces the Interval to 
two months, providing that the newly 
elected congress shall go into ’power 
on the fir. t Tuesday of the following 
January, just two months later, and 
eliminating the short session alto­ 
gether.

Weather of Last Few Days. Sugges­ 


tive of Christmas. Results in 


Some Shopping Being Done. 


Are we going to have a white win­ 
ter, or a green one? 
What is your 
guess? 
Since last Saturday the signs have 
pointed to an old-fashioned winter - 
one with a foot or two of snow, with 
bobsleds, cutters, sleigh bells and all 
the other trappings in which the seat 
son was wont to bedeck itself in the 
good old time. 
There was a time—-twenty-five or 
thirty years ago—when the hardware 
dealers in Rushville laid iii stocks of 
bobsleds, cutters and sleigh bells j u s t 
the same as they laid in stocks of 
stoves. 
They could always depend 
on a heavy sale in snow conveyances. 
The farmers did not wait in those 
days for snow to come. They de­ 
pended on it to arrive along in Nov­ 
ember and to last practically until 
the first of March. 
They were sel­ 
dom disappointed. They had use f o r 
sleds and sleighs in those days. That 
is why they bought them. 
Even if the present winter should 
be marked by an unusual amount of 
snow, it is not likely that there would 
be much of a demand for sleds. The 
people have grown out of the habit 
of using them. 
Moreover, they have 
come to think that they are not likely 
ever to see the old fashioned winters 
again and that an investment in a 
sled would be just so much money 
thrown away. 
That there was a time when enough 
snow 
could be 
depended on 
for 
sleighing a large jvart of the time in 
the months of November, December, 
January and February, is well known 
to many of the older residents of the 
county. 
That was before the timber 
had been cleared away as generally 
as it is now. Most of the old timers 
believe that the absence of the for­ 
ests has much to do with the lack of 
-trow in these later days. 
There was a lime when practically 
every boy and every girl in Rushville 
owned a pair of ice skates and used 
them, 
In those days Flat rock was 
an ideal stream for 
-kilters. 
The 
favorite coarse was from the bend 
below the cemetery to the one lwlow 
the railroad bridge. 
T h e re was a 
long season of skating every winier, 
and ii was net an uncommon thing 
for -olm* of the local skaters to go 
up the stream for many miles, 
There are things which an old­ 
fashioned winter could 
bring back 
and which would make winter seem 
again what it used to be. 
Rut there 
are a few tilings which it never could 
bring hack—to some of us. 


With Christmas only a little over
